Technique Highlights 
Statistical Variation in 
Small intestine Motility 


OSLO, NORWAY—A new combination in- 
volving innovative technology and an ex- 
tension of standard statistical analysis has 
yielded more accurate estimates than previ- 
ously available for assessing the parameters 
of the migrating motor complex (MMC) in 

The new combination avoids the errors 
intrinsic in standard pooling of data or cal- 
culating median values from individual 
means. Values from both these approaches 
are often eyed with skepticism, because 
great variation in MMC parameters occurs 
not only from subject to subject, but also 
within the individual during the study. 

““We have set up a new ambulatory tech- 
nique for small intestine manometry, with 
microtip transducers and a portable digi- 
tal memory,” the investigators said. They 
were led by Dr. Einar Husebye, section of 
gastroenterology, Ulleval Hospital. 

The new recording system—two pressure 
sensors 15 cm apart on a catheter 3 mm in 
diameter—was developed by Dr. Husebye 
and his co-workers. The present series of 
19 healthy adults was the first extensive test 
of the new digital ambulatory technology. 

The researchers also underscore the crit- 
ical role of their statistical approach in ac- 
curately quantitating the phasic events. 
They used a basic variance component 
Statistical model with an extension that en- 
abled them to incorporate data from incom- 
plete MMC periods. This ability to use 
incomplete data, lacking in standard ap- 
proaches, has curtailed the accuracy of 
their estimates. 

Interestingly, the combined approach re- 
vealed that 90% of the variance in estimat- 
ing the MMC period stems from variance 
within single subjects. This led the re- 
searchers to suggest that the informative 
value of recording a single complete MMC 
period should be questioned.

The accuracy of the new approach was 
highlighted by a parallel analysis of the em- 
piric data garnered by the new technolo- 
gy. The data were used to calculate the 
MMC parameters by each of the commonly 
used methodologies. For example, the cal- 
culated median from the pooled data fell 
short by 12 minutes from the 102-minute 
value emerging irom the extended variance 
component model as the length of the 
MMC period. 

By contrast, the use of a mean value 
based on individual means produced an es- 
timated MMC period of 106 minutes, 
which by the new approach differed by only 
4 minutes. Moreover, both estimates were 
in good accord with previously reported 
values, which were also calculated from in- 
dividual means. 

Despite this agreement, the calculation 
of the standard deviation from estimates 
derived from individual means produced 
a value of +35 minutes, as compared with 
the +53 minutes derived from the new 
methods. Consequently, Dr. Husebye and 
his coworkers concluded, “The method 
based on means did not express the real 
dispersion of random observation.” 

Data from incomplete MMC periods 
cannot be analyzed by the older statistical 
methods. However, by comparing the find- 
ings of the new method with and without 
the incomplete data, the investigators found 
that inclusion of the data lengthened the es- 
timate of the MMC period by about 5%. 
They pointed out, “In short-term recordings 
or if the MMC periods are prolonged, the 
influence of incomplete MMC periods wiii 
obviously be more dominant.” 

Variation within individuals affected, to 
a lesser degree, the estimates of other MMC 
parameters, such as the duration of phase 
III in the duodenum and the proximal jeju- 
num, the propagation velocity of phase III, 
and the calculated length of the proximal 
jejunum. Nonetheless, the same types of er- 
rors, though of smaller magnitude, were 
associated with the use of the standard 
methods, favoring the application of the 
Norwegian statistical approach. 

After the catheter was placed transnasal- 
ly to a location in the proximal jeyunum as 
confirmed by fluoroscopy, the subjects ex- 
hibited a high degree of tolerance to the 
procedure. This was demonstrated by the 
mean score of 88% for quality of sleep.
